Irant.  With  all  degrees  earned  in 
[nglish.  he  received  the  bachelors 
rom  Louisiana  Normal  in  1924. 
le  master  of  arts  and  the  doctor 

philosophv  from  the  Lniversitv 
Texas  in'  1932  and  1941.  re- 
delivery. 

Beginning  his  career  in  1918 
allowing  his  discharge  from  the 
irmv.  Dr.  Dugdale  served  as  prin- 
ipal  of  Oil  City,  Pioneer,  and  Ar- 
idia  high  schools  until  1926.  He 
;rved  as  instructor  of  English  at 
le  University  of  Texas  from  1932 
rtil  1941.  when  he  joined  the 
icultv  of  the  University  of  South- 
western Louisiana  as  associate 
Irofessor  of  English. 

Having  joined  the  Northwestern 
iculty  as  professor  and  head  of 
Department  of  Languages  in 
)42.  he  was  named  Dean  of  Arts 


and  Sciences  in  1945.  During 
two  periods,  1945-49  and  1953-62, 
he  served  as  both  dean  and  de- 
partment head. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Dugdale.  the  form- 
er Martha  Ellen  Wood  of  Oil  Cit\ 
whom  he  married  in  1921.  are 
active  in  church  and  civic  activi- 
ties. Dean  Dugdale.  a  Rotarian 
for  a  number  of  years,  has  served 
the  organization  for  several  terms 
as  program  chairman,  one  term  as 
secretarv.  and  two  terms  as  presi- 
dent. 

He  has  served  on  numerous 
church  committees  and  was  mod- 
erator of  the  Red  River  Presbv- 
terv.  Dr.  Dugdale  feels  that  his 
greatest  honor  came  when  the  fel- 
lowship hall  of  the  new  First  Pres- 
bvterian  Church  of  Natchitoches 
was  named  Dugdale  Hall  at  the 
dedication  in  the  fall  of  1962. 

Holding  professional  member- 
ships in  Phi  Kappa  Phi.  the  Asso- 
ciation of  American  I  niversitv 
Professors,  and  the  Modern  Lang- 
uage Association.

Tennis  was  a  bright  spot  in  the 
spring  sports  program  at  North- 
western, and  the  Demon  netters 
entered  the  annual  Gulf  States 
Conference  tournament  at  Ruston 
May  9  as  a  co-favorite  with  North- 
east for  top  honors. 

The  Demon  team  won  11  con- 
secutive dual  matches  without  sus- 
taining a  loss,  winning  seven  by 
7-0  shutouts  of  their  opponents. 
It  is  believed  that  this  record  is 
unequaled  in  the  history  of  this 
sport  at  the  College. 

Since  the  GSC  does  not  recog- 
nize records  of  match  play  for  the 
championship  in  tennis,  the  Dem- 
ons needed  to  pile  up  enough 
points  in  the  tournament  for  the 
title. 

Coach  Huey  W.  Cranford  di- 
rected the  net  squad.

Having  taught  for  46  years, 
Mrs.  Mamie  Bowman  Tarlton  will 
retire  on  May  30  after  having 
served  for  30  years  on  the  NSC 
faculty. 

Airs.  Tarlton,  who  joined  the 
Northwestern  faculty  in  1933,  be- 
gan her  teaching  career  in  the 
high  schools  of  the  state  in  1918, 
has  taught  during  summer  sessions 
at  George  Peabody  College,  and 
for  20  months  during  World  War 
II  taught  in  a  Navy  navigation 
course. 

Receiving  her  early  education 
from  her  mother,  the  late  Mrs. 
\annie  Clarkson  Bowman  of  Gold- 
man (Tensas  Parish),  Mrs.  Tarl- 
ton completed  her  high  school 
diploma  at  Normal  and  received 
a  two-year  certificate  in  mathe- 
matics and  science  in  1918.  Re- 
turning to  Normal  in  summers  she 
received  the  bachelor  of  science 
degree  in  1927.  She  earned  the 
master  of  arts  degree  in  1931  at 
Peabody,  and  she  has  taken  addi- 
tional work  at  Louisiana  State 
University,  the  University  of  Tex- 
as, and  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia at  Berkeley. 

Mrs.  Tarlton,  whose  special  in- 
terests are  contemporary  and 
Louisiana  literature,  instituted 
the  first  course  in  contemporary 
literature  at  Northwestern  —  in 
fact,  the  first  in  Louisiana. 

Initiated  into  Kappa  Delta  Pi  at 
Peabody,  she  assisted  in  the 
founding  of  the  NSC  Gamma  Phi 
chapter  and  in  recognition  of  her 
many  years'  service  as  sponsor 
was  awarded  a  life  membership  in 
the  society  by  chapter  alumni.
